Paris, F e b ..15,— Now that the proj- 
e< t for th«* creation of a league of na­ 
tions, w hich wan the principal object 
of the gathering of represcntath 0* of 
most of the states not in arms, has 
been successfully launched, it may be 
proper to tell of some of the difficul­ 
ties encountered and to lndieati 
the 
status of some of the great issues re­ 
maining to be adjusted bv tile peace 
conference. 
W h ile there was unanim ity as to the 
desirability of a league of nations, it 
soon developed that some of the dele­ 
gates, skeptical of its im m ediate effi­ 
ciency, desired to m aintain the old 
order of balances of power and pro 
tecled frontiers until the new system 
had demonstrated its capacity to meet 
the needs of peace-loving nations. 
P a ­ 
tient endeavor and many long sessions 
of 
the 
supreme 
council 
itself, 
and 
afterw ard of the special commission 
created to deal with the subject, were 
necessary to establish to the satisfac­ 
tion of these threatened dissentors the 
im possibility of continuing the old o r­ 
der while installing the new. 
Difficulties O v^com e. 
In fact, it was only within the last 
week that the difficulties facing the 
league of nations were overcome, a l­ 
though 
with some misgi\ itigs. it 
is 
true. 
The doubt lag nations wete in 
duced to try the experim ent of relying 
upon the honor and common interest 
of the other nations to insure the suc­ 
cess of the project. 
Then there was 
the difference over the question 
of 
m andatories 
for 
backward 
peoples. 
Hat her heated argum ents developed at 
times, but these differences also were 
adjusted with unanim ity in the end. 
Various big issues presented them- 
se lves, some of which were skilfully 
diverted to commissions w hich are to 
report afte rw ard to the league of na­ 
tions. w hile others were rather sud­ 
denly disapproved in the light of the 
development of the plan for the league 
of nations. 
Freedom of Seas Easy. 
Such w as the* vexed question of free­ 
dom of the seas which jeopardized the 
support of Great Britain. 
It w as real 
ized that with a perfect league of na­ 
tions there would be no neutrals, and 
that consequently no question could 
arise as to freedom of the seas in tim e 
of war, while* ni tim e of peace equit­ 
able relations between nations were 
guaranted by special provisions of the 
covenant.

Paris. Feb, 15,—The following? lest 
of the constitution of the le a g u e oi 
Nations, read before the Paris confer 
•nee by President Wilson, was made 
public by the committee on public in 
formation: 
Covenant Preamble. 
In order to promote 
international 
Co-op« ration and to .secure internation 
ai peace and security by the accept 
«nee of obligations not to fesort to 
w ar by the prescription of open, just 
and honorable relations between na 
tions, by the firm establishment of the 
understandings of international law as 
the actual rule of conduct among gov 
eminent s. and by the maintenance oi 
Justice ami a scrupulous respect for 
all tr< aty obligations In the dealings til 
organized j.copies with one another, 
the powers* signatory to this covenant 
adopt this constitution of the League 
of Nations. 
A rticle 1. 
The action of the high contracting 
parties under the terms of this cove­ 
nant shall he effected through tin* in 
•trumentaiity of meeting of a body of 
delegate* 
repres» nting the high con 
trac tIng pnrtien( ol me* tings at more 
frequent 
intervals 
of an

council, and of a permanent interna­ 
tional secretariat to bo established at 
the seat of the league.

WORLD ALLIANCE 


Paris. Feb. 15.—The following text 
of I he constitution of the le a g u e ot 
Nations, read before the Paris confer 
ence by President Wilson, was made 
jmblic by the committee on public in­ 
formation: 
Covenant Preamble. 
In order to promote 
international 
co-operation and to secure internation­ 
al peace and security by the accept­ 
ance of obligations not to resort to 
war by the prescription of open, just 
and honorable relations between na 
tions, by the firm establishment of the 
understandings of international law as 
tin- actual rule of conduct among gov 
ernments. and by the maintenance of 
justice and a scrupulous respect for 
all treaty obligations in the dealings of 
organized peoples with one another. 


which shall constitute the seat of the 
league. The secretariat shall comprise 
such secretaries and staff as may be 
required under the general direction 
Htid control of a secretary general of 
■ be league, who shall be chosen by the 
executive council; the secretariat shall 
be appointed by the secretary general 
subject to confirmation by the execu­ 
tive council.
